the power of monopoly exhibited. We know Ihat it is more apt to con- 
trol government than to he controlled by it; for we have seen it control 
government, dictate legislation, and dominate executives and courts." To 
this there is no answer that docs not agree with his subjoined declaration: 
"We will not consent that an ungovernable giant should he reared to full 
stature in the very household of the government itself!"
